Proposed Boundary Changes 


The red Jines in the above map indicate the 
proposed boundary changes in Lincoln, Travis 
and Sam Houston Elementary schools. The 
western edge of the Lincoln district will be 
moved east from 11th street to HWY 75. That 
area will then belong to Travis. The northern 
edge of the Travis district will be moved south 


from the Cotton Belt railroad to 10th Ave., giving 
that area to the Sam Houston district. The plan 
was approved on first reading by the Corsicana 
School Board during a called meeting Wed- 
nesday and is part of a four-part plan to be 
submitted to the federal Housing, Education and 
Welfare agency of the federal government.

The reassignment of Louis Hicks, 


Lincoln elementary school principal, as 
assistant principal at Corsicana High 
School was confirmed at an executive 
session of a called school board meeting 
Wednesday. He will replace E. L. 
Washington, who will assume duties as 
principal at Lincoln. 


Both men have held their former 


positions for one year. 


Hicks will work with David Ingram, 


new head principal at the school and 
Mark Culwell, who the board officially 
appointed as the other assistant prin- 
cipal during the regular session of the 
meeting. 


Culwell is a graduate of A&I 


University and received his masters 
degree at Abilene Christian College. He 
was head coach at CHS from 1958 to 1960 
and then went into private business, 
returning last year as assistant coach at 
the high school. 
•_ 


Also in the executive meeting, a four- 


part plan was submitted by school 
district superintendent Joe Seale for 
submission as a desegregation plan for 
the federal Housing, Education and 
Welfare agency. 


One part of the plan was approved on 


first reading on a separate basis during 
the regular r ession. It calls for district 
line changes between Lincoln, Travis 


and Houston elementary schools., 


The changes came as a recom- 


mendation to Seale from Louis Hicks, 
Lincoln principal; Cecil Vickers, Sam 
Houston principal and Jake Allen, 
Travis principal. 


The recommendation is a result of an 


over-crowded condition at Lincoln 
school and an estimated increase of 
student population in the district. 
Another reason for over-crowding, said 
Seale, was "claim jumpers," who gave 
false addresses or information so that 
their children may attend a different 
schoo} district other than the one they 
should. 


Lincoln has a capacity of 425, but had 


540 students last year. Travis had 300 out 
of a 330 capacity and Sam Houston had 
280 students out of a possible 425 
capacity. 


Under the plan, the western boundary 


line of Lincoln will be moved from llth 
street to HWY 75, with the eastern edge 
of Travis moving to the highway. To take 
up the additional number of students 
that would crowd Travis, the northern 
boundary of that district will be moved 
from the Cotton Belt railroad to 10th 
Ave., giving that area to Sam Houston's 
district. 


About 90 students will be involved in 


the changes, said Seale. 


When asked by board members if this 


would change ratios of blacks to whites 
to help meet HEW's standards, Seale 


replied that it would change the ratio in 
Travis slightly, but not enough to meet 
requirements. 
__ 


Board members took no action on the 


remaining three parts of the plan, which 
include central learning centers in each 
school, majority to minority transfers 
and crossing over teachers. 


Under the CLC plan, each elementary 


school would have a center devoted to a 
special area of learning and would be 
complete. 


The third part maintains that if a 


student is in the majority race in a 
school, he may obtain permission to 
attend a school where his race is in the 
minority and may receive free tran- 
sportation if he lives more than two 
miles from that school. 


The last part of the plan is designed to 


meet requirements of the Singleton case 
which states that the same ratio of 
minority teachers must be present in 
each school. Seale said this would be 
done through reassignments and em- 
ployments. 


The ^decision is expected to come 


during a meeting Monday at noon in the 
administration building. The board will 
also have a study session on the budget. 


Second reading on the district changes 


will come at the Aug. 16 meeting. 


Seale said that although a plan was to 


be in HEW's hands by Friday, he was 
asking for a postponement.

A proposed budget of $2,242,202 that 


carries with it a 5 per cent across the 
board raise for municipal employes and 
comes within $369 of being "in balance" 
was presented by City Manager Bob 
Brockman to the City Commission 
meeting informally Tuesday night in a 
dinner work session at the Holiday Inn. 


This compares to the current year's 


budget ending Sept. 30 of $2,087^761. 


Manager Brockman reminded city 


officials that a budget is based on an 
educated guess as to what revenues and 
expenditures will be in the ensueing 
year. He said he had purposely been 
conservative in estimating anticipating 
revenues and had tried to estimate 
required expenditures as accurately and 
realisticaly as possible. He reasoned it 
was better if anticipated revenues at 
year's end were higher than had been 
projected man to come down to the wire 
and find themselves short of what had 
been expected, facing a deficit. 


The new budget is based on the same 


tax. rate of $1.25 per $100 and an 
estimated tax roll of $54,417,000 in 
assessed property valuations for 1971 at 
91 per cent collection of all taxes due. 


Pointing out that the city's Water 


Fund "owes" the General Fund about 
$31,000 now because water revenues for 
the past fiscal year hadn't been as high 
as anticipated and requirements had 
been up, Manager Brockman recom- 
mended the City Commission raise 
water rates by five centers per 1,000 
gallons all the way through the 
graduated rate schedule. He estimated 
this will produce from $55,000 to $57,000 
in additional water revenues, enabling 
the Water Fund to reimburse its debt to 
the General Fund and meet bonded 
indebtedness. 


The budget as proposed, however, is 


not based on the recommended hike in 
water rates, he responded to inquiries. 


Manager Brockman reviewed the 


tentative figures he had come up with 
after consultations with all department 
heads on their anticipated operating 


needs for the new fiscal year beginning 
Oct. 1. 


He pointed out that the budget an- 


ticipates $2,140#33 from "all sources", 
plus a carry-over of $101,000 for total 
resources available of $2,241,833 and 
total estimated operating and debt 
service requirements of $2,242,202. 
Requirements would exceed resources 
by $369. 


The city manager said he was 


recommending $118,070 in total capital 
outlay from the General Fund and 
$18,100 from the Water Fund, or a total of 
$136,170 which he broke down by 
departments for their enlightening. 


Manager 
Brockman 
submitted 


"penciled" work copies of\the budget 
which broke down the total required 
expenditures for 1971-72 of $2,242,202 as 
follows: General Fund, $1,401,710; 
Water. 
Fund, 
$302,720; 
debt 


requirements of Water Fund, $345,315; 
and debt requirements of General Fund, 
$192,457. 


In response to questions from Mayor 


Sue Youngblood and the four Com- 
missioners as he went over the budget, 
Manager Brockman said he had made 
allowances in the budget for $8,000 for 
Corsicana's pro rata share Of costs of 
joining the Heart of Texas Council of 
Governments proposed law enforcement 
communications network system. 
(HOTCOG representatives met jointly 
with city and county officials also 
Tuesday night to outline details of the 
system.) He said further that the budget 
provides for two tax appraisers if the 
Commission 
adopts this 
recom- 


mendation received from its Board of 
Equalization. 


Manager Brockman informed the city 


officials Corsicana had been asked for 
an appropriation of $10,000 by the 
Family Consultation Center, which he 
understood had requested a similar 
amount from the county for its next 
year's operation. While $10,000 was 
requested, he related the Center had 
indicated it would be pleased to even get 


a token allocation as evidence of city 
support of its program. He reminded 
city officials no provision had been made 
by him in the budget for an ap- 
propriation to the Family Consultation 
Center and "you'll need to consider 
that." 


"I want a commitment out of the City 


Commission as to what you want to do," 
Manager Brockman said, adding he 
needed to know their wishes before he 
could proceed further with shaping up 
the budget for adoption in September.

Specifically, he "asked two questions: 
"Are you satisfied with the 5 per cent 
salary increase, and are you satisfied 
with the proposed $136,170 in capital 
outlay?" 


Indicating they weren't prepared to 


give an "on-the-spot" answer until they 
had time to digest the mass of figures, 
the Commission decided to hold a follow 
up budget work session immediately 
following adjournment of the regular 
Aug. 3 City Commission meeting.

Rains Continue in Golden Circle Area 


A steady, soaking rain Wednesday 


finally pushed Corsicana ahead of the 
1970 rainfall total by a scant .14 of an 
inch. 


Corsicana and the immediately 


surrounding area recorded 1.19 inches 
for a year's total of 14.56 inches. The 
total at this time last year was 14.42. 


Rain clouds dumped their largest 


amounts of moisture to the south and 
southeast of Corsicana., Mexia and 
Wortham reported over two inches 
Thursday morning with off-and-on 
showers still falling. Reports from 
Fairfield, to the east of Mexia, varied 
but were in the area of three inches of 
rain. 


Elsewhere throughout the Golden 


Circle, showers were scattered but 
strong. Hubbard received 1.10 inches 
while nearby Dawson and Lake Navarro 
Mills registered .59 of an inch. 


Ennis had an official total of .46 for the 


day. 
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To the east near Cedar Creek Lake, 


Malakoff and Trinidad reported over 
two inches to bring their year's total to 
9.5, still 12 inches behind the annual 
average for the area^ 
_. 


According to the Associated Press a 


cool front which was nearly stalled along 
the Red River kept the rainfall spigots 
turned on over some waterlogged areas 
in Texas today. 


Still more showers and thunderstorms 


were expected in nearly every section of 


the state, which less than a week ago still 
felt the effects of crippling drought in 
many localities. 


The persistent downpours caused the 


National Weather Service to issue a 
series of warnings against possible flash 
floods Tuesday, some remaining in force 
past midnight. There was no further 
word, however, of any severe flooding. 


In most cases, the worst conditions 


saw smaller streams rise out of banks to 
cover roads in low areas and un- 
derpasses, principally in North Central 
and Northeast Texas. 


By this morning, most of the thun- 


dershowers were moving through areas 
from Central into East Texas, parts of 


far West Texas and the north part of the 
Texas Panhandle. 


One of the latest flood warnings 


covered Hansford County in the 
Panhandle, where thunderstorms turned 
loose rain at the rate of one inch per hour 
during the night. 


Similar alerts went up earlier for rains 


lasting several hours in Dallas, Tarrant, 
Collins, Kaufman, Van Zandt, Rockwell, 
Hunt and Rains counties. 


Dallas, for example, measured 2.27 


inches of rain Wednesday, with more 
than an inch falling within an hour. 
Water closed some streets for a time. 


Even heavier downpours ranged 


through towns east of Dallas.

According to County Judge Kenneth 


Douglas, "if a vote were held tomorrow, 
95 per cent of the voting public in this 
county would vote to do -away im- 
mediately with the Navarro County 
Action Program." That's the way Judge 
Douglas summed up his feelings con- 
cerning the recent resolution of the 
commissioner's court to withdraw the 
county's designation of NCAC as its 
educational and charitable 
projects 


agency for Navarro County. 


Judge Douglas said "This court agrees 


that some of the programs now being 
performed by NCAC are worthwhile. 
One program primarily is the operation 
of child day care centers." However, he 
continued that the "operation of taxi 
service and bus service with govern- 
ment owned vehicles to me is not 
something that the federal government 
should be financing. Many of these 
automobiles are used on off-duty time, at 
least it appears so when the vehicles are 
operated after the office is closed," he 
added. 


One specific example Judge Douglas 


pointed out was when an NCAC car was 
involved in an accident in Dallas tran- 
sporting workers to jobs. "Several 
months ago, one of the government 
automobiles was used to transport some 
workers to Dallas at a time when many 
women personnel in Corsicana were 
commuting to Dallas to begin training 
for a local insurance company. This car 
was involved in an accident in Dallas. To 
me this is an unauthorized use of 
government equipment.*'; 
- 
• 


In recalling the beginning of the action 


program, Judge Douglas says "a 
nucleus of some 30 people worked 
diligently in soliciting people to attend a 
mass meeting in 1966. The purpose of the 
meeting was to determine if the county 
and county government felt it was 
something worthwhile. I always felt that 
it could succeed if it stayed out of 
politics." 


Judge Douglas aimed most of his 


criticism at Jerome Vacek, hear1 of the 
action committee, and not the com- 
mittee itself. "Jerome may be one of the 
most capable directors in the state. I 
know that he is very knowledgable about 
the program and a hard worker. His only 
problem is that he has lost confidence in 
most of those in t|e county. It is my 
opinion that a new?director if properly 
qualified might bring the program back 
into respect in the county." 


Judge Douglas said the com- 


missioners court has not taken any 
formal action asking for Vacek's 
resignation. 


The thing that actually prompted the 


commissioners court proposal, said 
Judge Douglas, was "that Jerome and 
Ben Montoya of the regional OEO office 
had a written memorandum that con- 
cerned two items I felt were outside the 
scope of action work. One item was that 
there was some establishments in the 
county that still maintained separate 
facilities for blacks and whites. The 
second item was that the Kerens housing 
project was not in compliance with the 
civil rights act and immediate steps 
should be taken with HUD." 


Judge Douglas continued that if the 


action committee 
"is to be an 


educational agency, how do these other 
projects come under the educational 
field? The administration in my opinion 
consistently 
engaged 
in 
voter 


registration at government expense," 
said Douglas. "Why would they engage 
in voter registration at government 
expense unless those concerned knew 
that they could have a block vote and 
vote the way it (NCAC) wanted it to 
vote," he added. 


As to the future action of the com- 


missioners court, Judge Douglas said 
the court is "taking a wait-and-see at* 
titude at this time concerning the out- 
come of the OEO projects." 


When contacted by the Daily Sun, 


Vacek said he had no comment con* 
cerning the charges made by Douglas.

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South Vietnamese Open 


New Cambodian Fronf 


SAIGON (AP) - Another 3.-200 


South Vietnamese troops joined 
massive sweep operations in 
eastern Cambodia today under 
an umbrella of U.S. helicopter 
gunships, jet fighterbombers and 
B52 stratofortresses. 


The new drive was the third by 


Vietnamese troops in Cambodia 
in a week and the fifth this month. 
All are designed to push North 
Vietnamese forces back from the 
border to keep them from 
disrupting the South Vietnamese 


elections in late August and early 
October. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent George Esper reported from 
the newest Cambodian front that 
the South Vietnamese and their 
spearhead of 80 armored vehicles 
began moving north from High- 
way 1 between Svay Rieng and 
Prey Veng, about 25 miles inside 
Cambodia. 


They encountered no enemy 


resistance initially, Esper said. 
But sharp fighting was reported 


on Tuesday about 25 miles to the 
northwest. South Vietnamese 
headquarters said ground forces 
and air strikes killed 35 North 
Vietnamese, while six Saigon 
troops were killed and 26 were 
wounded. 


South Vietnamese helicopters 


lifted 1,600 troops to the area 
between Svay Rieng and Prey 
Veng for the new operation. The 
other 1,600 were already in 
Cambodia. 


The U.S. Command confirmed 


that B52 strikes were flown in 
support of the sweep, in addition 
to helicopter gunship fighter- 
bomber operations. 


The South Vietnamese began 


pre-election sweeps in Cambodia 
July 8 with a week-long, 3,000- 
man push in the Parrot's Beak 


area east of Svay Rieng. 


A second sweep by 2,000 


Rangers was launched July 19 
across the border from South 
Vietnam's Chau Doc Province. 


A third sweep was made by 


10,000 infantrymen from My 21 
to July 26 north of Highway 7 and 
adjacent to the area northeast of 
Saigon known as War Zone C. 


Last Monday, 1,000 South 


Vietnamese infantrymen with 
another 1,000 in reserve began a 
fourth drive along Highway 7 
south of Snuol. They are reported 
to have pushed to within four 
miles of that rubber plantation 
town from which South Viet- 
namese occupation troops were 
driven early in June after a five- 
day battle that cost them 600 
casualties. 


Student Says Tight Lip 
Needed in East Germany 


BERLIN (AP) - When vis- 


iting East Germany, keep your 
mouth shut says an American 
student who spent 18 months in 
an East Berlin prison. 


"If you spend 10 minutes in 


East Germany talking with 
anybody, the chances are you'll 
open yourself up to a charge of 
slandering 
the state," 
said 


Mark Huessy of Jericho, VI, a 
22-year-old junior at Pomona 
College, in Claremont, Calif. 


"It can include anything from 


criticizing a policeman to say- 
ing the trains don't run on 


time—which they dpn't—be- 
cause of poor planning. 


"Everybody knows that a 


country like that has political 
laws, but you don't realize how 
they work until'you are sub- 
jected to them." 


The secret police arrested 


Huessy on Jan. 4, 1970 in an 
East Berlin subway station. 
Within a few hours he realized 
he and his contacts in the Com- 
munist capital had been under 
surveillance. Huessy, fluent in 
German, had spent several 


, months in East Berlin talking 


to people about his two special- 
itie&-the late berthold Brecht, 
the renowned playwright, and 
anti-Nazi resistance. 


"I can only assume they ac- 


tually thought at first that I 
was a spy," he said, recalling 
.he was investigated first on es- 
pionage charges. These were 
later reduced to charges of 
slandering the state and hostile 
agitation. 


"Miscarriages of justice hap- 


pen in any country, but the 
-East Germans were dishonest 
about admitting they had made 
a 
mistake," 
Huessy 
said. 


"They arrested me on a false 
charge. Having established that 
it was false, they investigated 
me enough to prove to them- 
selves I was guilty of a very 


minor and technical violation- 
slander." 
-The charge of hostile agita- 
tion was added because "they 
decided to make a serious 
crime of it," he claimed. 


Huessy was convicted last 


Sept. 21 and sentenced to seven 
years in prison. This was re- 
duced on appeal to five years. 
He was freed on probation July 
1(5 and returned to West Berlin 
with the five other Americans 
then in East German captivity 
on various charges. 


, Huessy said he was accused 
at his trial of making 1(5 state- 
ments that were slanderous to 
the East German regime and 
designed to incite resistance to 
it. 


Ellsberg 
Galled 
To Testify 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Daniel 


Ellsberg, a former Defense 
Department researcher who says 
he leaked top-secret Pentagon 
papers to the press, was called 
today before an unofficial House 
panel investigating significance 
of the war documents. 


The group of 18 antiwar 


Democratic congressmen headed 
by Rep. John G. Dow of New 
York gave no hint what Ellsberg 
might testify. 


Ellsberg is under federal in- 


dictment on charges of violating 
the Espionage Act and stealing 
government property. He was 
arrested June 28 after admitting 
he gave the press copies of the 47: 
volume Pentagon study he helped 
to draft. 


The Pentagon papers, covering 


a 20-year period, outline U.S. 
involvement in Vietnam. 


Tony Russo, like Ellsberg a 


former employe of Rani Corp. 
who is involved in Defense re- 
search, told the unofficial panel 
Tuesday that present U.S. policy 
in Vietnam "bests on as many 
lies and as much deceit as we see 
in the Pentagon papers." 


Russo, who has been cited for 


contempt of court for refusing to 
discuss unauthorized disclosure 
of the documents with a grand 
jury, said prison conditions in 
South Vietnam may be playing a 
part in the battle over in- 
formation about U.S. prisoners of 
war. 


"We sit here and demand in- 


formation about prisoners of war 
in North Vietnam. Yet, even at 
the jail in Saigon the jailkeeper 
doesn't have a list of who's 
there," Russo said. 


Russo made studies of South 


Vietnamese prisoners and jails in 
1965-66 and 1967-68. 


"The prisoners who made it as 


far as the jails were lucky,",""" 
he said. "Often they were 
executed summarily on the 
battlefield or on the way to the 
prison. 


"If the jails were overcrowded 


and they considered the prisoners 
to be dangerous, it is my un- 
derstanding they were shot," he 
said. 


Former Sen. Ernest Gruening, 


D-Alaska, said the United States 
is doing in South Vietnam the 
same things Hitler, Stalin and 
Mussolini did in World War II. 
The only difference, he said, is 
that "we'Ho it in the name of 
liberation, in the name of self- 
determination, thereby adding' 
hypocrisy to our sins." . 


Tran Vinli Dinh, former deputy 


South Vietnamese ambassador to 
Washington, said the Pentagon 
papers showed "the United 
States did not respect the prin- 
ciple of self-determination for the 
Vietnamese people."

Demand for Half 
Dollars Weak 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Nearly 


200 million 1971 Kennedy half 
dollars are gathering dust in 
government 
coffers, 
going 


largely unused for reasons the 
Treasury Department can't fully 
understand. 


"I can't understand the popu- 


lation," said Mary T. Brooks, 
director of the U.S. Mint, shaking 
her head. "They're not using 
them." 


The situation has reached the 


point Federal Reserve banks are 
calling commercial banks to 


spark demand, figuring if the 
public knows there are plenty of 
new half dollars, bearing the 
likeness of former President 
John F. Kennedy, demand will 
pick up. 


"There are vending machines 


by the thousands sitting in 
warehouses," Mrs. Brooks said 
in an interview. "The owners are 
dying to use them if the banks 
would use the half dollars." 


But commercial banks say they 


are not ordering the coins 


because the public demand is too 
weak. 


"I can't understand it," she 


said. "The half dollar weighs 
exactly the same as two quarters 
and there would be less rattling in 
the pocket. They're.much less 
trouble." 


The 1964-69 Kennedy halves, 


which were part silver, never 
were in general circulation be- 
cause the public stashed them 
away as collectors' items even 
though more than one billion 
were minted, she said. 


Congress last year gave the 


Treasury authority to mint an 
unlimited number of the new 
coppy-nickel coins. But there was 
a full year, 1970, in which the 
public became unaccustomed to 
seeing the half dollar. 


"If the country knew there 


were plenty of them around, 
they'd probably start hoarding 
them, too," Mrs. Brooks said. 


But neither the part-silver nor 


the nickel-copper coin is worth 
much for collecting, she said, 
because of the large I'imber 
minted and because the value of 
the silver in the older coins is less 
than the face value. 


Mrs. Brooks said more than 300 


million of the 1971 halves have 
been minted since April, with a 
little more than 100 million in 
circulation as the Mint rolls out 
more of them every day. 


She said everywhere she goes, 


she asks businessmen if they 
have any Kennedy halves. "They 
tell me, 'Why, they're not making 
them any more.' 


Sudan President 
Hangs Red Chief 


KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP) - 


The chief of Sudan's Communist 
party was hanged early today in 
the 14th execution since last 
week's unsuccessful attempt to 
depose President Jaafar el 
Numairi. 


The government announced 


that Abdul Khalek Mahjoub, 
leader of the largest Communist 
party in the Arab world, was 
hanged 11 hours after the clcf^e of 
his trial on charges of master- 
minding the short-lived coup in 


an attempt to turn Sudan into a 
Communist state. 


Numairi's government is 


hunting down all Sudanese 
Communists, and Joseph Ga- 
rang, an avowed Red and a 
Cabinet minister until he was 
arrested two days ago, was 
hanged Tuesday night. 


Garang was minister for the 


South Sudan, the area where 
black aimists and Christians 
have been fighting the rule of the 
Northern Sudan's Arab Moslems

autonomy once order was re- 
stored in the country. 


Garang, a black, published a 


weekly newspaper in English, the 
Nile Mirror, which had criticized 
Numairi's government for failing 
to make good on old promises to 
grant the South autonomy.

that he had any advance knowl- 
edge of the July 19 coup and 
challenged the impartiality of his 
military judges. 


"I knew there was a lot of 


discontent in the country and the 
armed forces, but I did not know 
about the coup in advance," 
Mahjoub testified.

VEE Cases 
Declining 
In Texas 


HOUSTON (AP) — The num- 


ber of horses sick and dead from 
Venezuelan equine enceph- 
alomyelitis grew hardly at all 
Tuesday in Texas, and officials 
said the one million mark was 
near in vaccinations in the five- 
state area under federal quaran- 
tine. 


The death count for horses rose 


by just three to 1,318, while the 
number of sick horses stayed at 
1,874. 


The disease, which is much 


milder in people, has been con- 
firmed in 23 persons, the State 
Health Department said. That 
figure also was unchanged. 


A spokesman at the federal 


emergency center set up here to 
fight VEE, said 610,678 horses 
have been vaccinated in Texas 
and the job is about 90 per cent 
complete. 


He said 167,492 horses have 


been Vaccinated in Oklahoma, 
126,048 in Louisiana, 56,400 in 
Arkansas and 22,884 in New 
Mexico. 


Spraying against mosquitoes 


which carry the disease was , 
continuing, officials said. So far, 
40 private and Air Force planes 
have sprayed 2.8 million acres 
and eventually 8.7 million acres 
will be covered before the pro- 
gram ends early next nipntii. 


Louisiana officials said the 


spraying in that state was iearly 
finished. About 15,000 horses re- 
main to be vaccinated in Louisi- 
ana, they said; 
;— : ;, -i. 


In Oklahoma, vaccinations are 


nearly complete and in Arkansas 
about half the horses have been 
vaccinated, state officials said. 


All of the confirmed cases of 


VEE have been found in 11 Texas 
counties, although Oklahoma 
officials were checking out three 
deaths. Dr. Lloyd Miller, chief of 
the Oklahoma animal health 
division of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, said some horse, 
deaths at this time of year were 
normal.

In Washington, the agriculture 


department said..the way has 
been cleared for limited com- 
mercial production of an experi- 
mental vaccine that has been 
used in the .immunization pro- 
gram. 


Up to now, all the vaccine has 


come from the Defense De- 
partment and could be obtained 
only in the five affected states. 


Officials said the National 


Drug Co. already was producing 
the drug under Army contract, 
and if the Vaccine passes all tests 
the first commercial supply 
should be available in four weeks. 


Houston horse owners and 


dealers will meet tonight to pro- 
test the embargo on movement of 
horses in Texas. They say they 
should be allowed to move horses 
which have been vaccinated.

WHETHER it's the proud 


catch of the family fisherman 
or a fine fresh fish purchased 
at market, the nicest way to 
prepare it in summer is over 
glowing coals.

GRILLED FISH 


2 garlic cloves, crushed

Mix first 6 ingredients. Stir 


Pour 
half of marinade in bottom of 
large baking dish.

Marinate 
for at least 3 hours, turning 
and basting frequently. 


Remove fish from marinade. 


Strain and save liquid. Place 
onion and garlic in cavity, 
close cavity with needle and 
string or with skewers.

Classified as a Type 3 home, 


the home provides around-the- 
clock nursing care which is 
normally not available in other 
nursing homes of the same 
classification. Type 2 homes are 
primarily 
custodial-type 


facilities while Type 4's more 
closely resemble hospitals. Type 
3's fall somewhere in between, 
the patients receiving more 
nursing care than Type 2's, yet 
not requiring the strict attention 
afforded those in Type 4's. 


Margaret Burden, LVN, heads 


the nursing staff which com- 
prises almost a third of the 20 
employes at the home. Other 
workers include kitchen help, 
administrative personnel and 
janitorial service. 


Most of the patients at the 


aome have qualified as welfare 
recipients. Asst. Administrator 
Joan Kilcrease handles the ap- 
plications of those who apply and 
sees to it that the proper papers 
and forms are provided. The 
home contracts with the welfare 
agencies for the care of the 
patients who never again receive 
a bill. 


The majority of the patients 


are local people, says Mrs. 
Kilcrease, which helps to deter 
one of the major problems, that 
of 
lineliness, 
among 
the 


inhabitants. As she explains it, 
when a local resident comes to 
visit a patient, the individual may 
end up visiting with many of the 
others, since they all are 
probably old acquaintances. 


"We're real fortunate here, 


too," says Mrs. Kilcrease, 
"because the local churches go 
out of their way to help entertain 
our patients." 


Tuesdays, for instance, are 


devoted to afternoon prayer 
services. On Wednesdays the 
dining hall becomes a bingo 
parlor. Teen volunteers are on 
hand each day throughout the 
summer to help out with such 
chores as delivering mail and 
custodial work around the 
building.

generator which the CEC has had 
for some time, the new radio 
station is small enough to be 
carried in the rescue truck and 
can''be set up in only a few 
minutes.
